1 ; Xportation of Wool! will certainly Impoveriſh 
our own Nation, and Enrich others, 
By taking away the Employment of the Poor.

III. The Lefs Occaſion there ſhall be of our Manu- 
factures abroad (by means of the Exportation ofooll) 
the poorer the Nation in General muſt needs be. 

Our Manufactures (and not the ſingle Products 
of our Lands) being the chiet Cauſe of our Riches, 
which are broughr trom other Nations in Return for 
the ſame. 

IV. The Exportation of Ill has been modeſtly 
reckon'd to be 60000 /. per annum Loſs tothe King in 
his Cuſtoms outwards,beſides the conſequential Loſs 
inwaids. 

V. There are ſeveral 200d intended Laws already 
made for remedy thereot; But the fame could not be 
 efftectually put in Execution for want ot a Fund to defray 
the Charge of the Management of ſo good a Work.
